REMARKS 

Claims 48-61 are now pending in the application as claims 1-47 have been canceled 
without disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. The subject matter of claims 48-51 
and 55-61 has been previously examined (in previously-numbered claims 4, 2, 42, 45, 44, 7, 26, 
32, 33, 34 and 40, as shown in the table below) and has been found allowable. Claims 52 to 54 
have not been previously examined. Support for these claims can at least be found at paragraphs 
102 - 104 of the application. 



The claims have been consolidated to list dependent claims directly below the 
independent claim they depend from.

Consequently, the undersigned submits that new claims 48-51 and 55- 
61 are in condition for allowance as the Office action found the subject matter of each 
independent claim (nos. 48, 55, 56, 57and 61) patentable over the cited references. The 
undersigned also submits that claims 52-54, which have not been previously examined, are also 
in condition for allowance at least based on their dependency from claim 48.
